before Mr. Hannan, District Justice, 
Frank Ryan (35), editor of An Phoblacht, 
a weekly paper, who was on bail on remand 
since Friday last, was again put forward in 
connection with an application to have him 


* the Dublin District Court yesterday, 


‘ound to ine peace on account of an arti:le 


published in a recent. issue of that paper. 

Mr. P. J. Roe (instructed by Mr. 3). 
0’Flaherty, Chief Solicitor’s Office), appeared 
for the State. Mr. Arthur O’Connor (in- 
structed by Messrs. McGonagle) appeared 
for the defence. 3 

On the opening-of the case, Mr. O’Connor 
asked how the defendant came to be in the 
dock. His submission was that defendant 
was not properly under arrest. 

My. Hannan said that that point had been 
raised by the defendant on the last day, and 
he would ask Mr. Roe to go over the whole 
case again. 

Mr. Roe said that the position now was 
that there was an application to bind Mr. 
Ryan to keep the peace, and that application 
was based on certain articles which appeared 
in the paper, of which the defendant ad- 
mitted that he was the editor. In order to 
justify his application, counsel said, he had 
+) show that the defendant had incited others 
to a breach of the peace, and was likely to 
continue to do so. When that prima facie case 
had been made, it was for the defendant to 
chow cause why he should not be bound to 


the peace. 


NATURE OF ARTICLES. 


Mr. Roe then proceeded to quote extracts 
fron An Phoblacht, and said that these 
articles were a direct incitement to violence, 
and as the defendant admitted that he was 
editor of the paper, he was responsible for 
them, and that was sufficient to justify their 
coming to the Court, and asking to have him 
bound to keep the peace. 

Mr..Hannan said that the articles in ques- 
tion were seditious libels. There could be no 
doubt about that. However, according to 
the law of libel, no criminal proceedings 
could be brought against anyone for sedi- 
tious 1 el without an order from a Judge 
in Chambers, and notice of any application 
must be first served on the defendant. The 
State was now asking him to bind the defen- 
dant over on the evidence of something that 
was a seditious libel. 

Mr. Roe replied that the answer to that 
was that they were not asking the Court to 
convict the defendant of seditious libel, but 
to exercise its jurisdiction of preventive 
ustice 
, Mr. Hannan—Is this not a criminal pro- 
ceeding ? 

Mr. Roe said that it was, but he suggested 
that the whole jurisdiction as to binding to 
the peace Was very wide. 

Mr. Hannan pointed out that an application 
of this kind was not supposed to be a punish- 
ment, but it was a criminal proceeding. 

Mr. Roe said that he was not asking for a 
punishment for libel. He was merely using 
the libel as evidence, showing the necessity 
for the order he sought. The Justice, if 
satisfied that any citizen was inciting others 
to commit a breach of the peace, was bound 
to grant the application. 


THE APPLICATION DEFINED. 


Mr, Hannan—Are these articles the grounds 
of the application ? 

Mr. Roe—No; they are the evidence on 
which I base my fears of a breach of the 
peace. Continuing, Mr. Roe said that there 
were circumstances, which he could prove, 
from which the Court would be satisfied that 
the defendant was inciting others to a breach 
of the peace, and he simply asked the Court to 
ensure that the defendant would not continue 
to do so. Mr. Roe then quoted a number of 
Jagal authorities bearing on the case. 


QUESTION OF CUSTODY. 


Mr. Hannan said that the defendant had 
raised the point that he was in illegal custody. 

Mr. Roe replied that the defendant had been 
brought before his worship, and. whether 
rightly or wrongly did not now matter, 
because, once he was before the Court, his 
worship, if satisfied that the defendant had 
been guilty of conduct likely to lead to a 
breach of the peace, had jurisdiction to bind 
defendant to keep the peace. 

In conclusion, Mr. Roe said that all he 
asked was that the. defendant should be bound 
to keep the peace, and he could give evidence 
to show that the defendant was likely to 
incite others to commit a breach of the peace. 


ONUS OF ARREST. 


Mr. O'Connor, in opening the case for the 
defendant, said that, as regards the point of 
arrest, the onus was on the State to show 
that he was properly in the dock, though the 
onus might be on him at a later stage when, 
in another court, proceedings were taken for 
false imprisonment. 

Referring to the application that the Court 

should exercise its discretionary power and 
bind the defendant over, Mr. O'Connor said 
that his frend Mr. Roe had been brought in 
to mend a bad case. The prosecution was 
endeavouring to side-track the right of every 
person*-particularly the editor of a news- 
Mper--to be tried by jury. 
_ Counsel then submitted that, as the article 
In quesuon was not written by Mr. Ryan, he 
Was not liable to be charged, as in this case. 
He Suggested that there was something like 
malice in this prosecution, and he asked the 
Justice te exercise his jurisdiction and not to 
grant this application. 


QUESTION OF RESPONSIBILITY. 

Mr. Roe reminded the Court that Mr. Ryan, 
when he was before the Court last briday, 
admitted that he was responsible for the 
publication. it was claime by the defence 
that the right was guaranteed by the Consta- 
tution of the free expression of opinion, an. 
that the defendant could not be bound to the 
peace lor any violent exhortation to his sup- 
porters to do certain acts. If it was suggested 
that a person might be beaten or murdered, 
was there no remedy against such suggestion’ 
This, said counsel, was a direct incitement fo 
the people to resist the present Government 
by the use of the bayonet, instead of having 
recourse to Parliament. It was the duty of 
the State to prevent that kind of conduct by 
binding iis author to the peace. He was not 
asking that the defendant be sent to jail, but 
oly to see that he gave sureties that he 
pgs not repeat the incitement complained 

He did not sav that the article in question 
‘4s a seditious libel, but he submitted that 
here was in it a direct invitation to a breack 
for which the defendant 
Admitted that he was responsible, and that 
Neitements of that. kind could not be

THE JOURNALISTIC 
PROFESSION. 


TEST SUGGESTED FOR 
ENTRANTS, 


Delegates attending the annual con- 
ference of the Institute of Journalists, 
which was continued at Felixstowe yester- 
day, discussed the question of restricting 
the number of entrants to the profession. 

They eventually passed a resolution 
requesting the Council to consider the 
setting up of a scheme whereby a diploma 
would be issued as a guarantee of pro- 
fessional qualification. 

Mr. P. E. Verstone, a member of the 
Council and of the Executive Committee, 
who raised the subject, said that every 
member of the Institute during recent 
years must have realised that many un- 
suitable young people were attempting to 
become journalists. The beginner, at least, 
should have to pass some test before he 
started his job. 

Mr. Eric Kinton (Surrey) said that 
there was no need for apprehension about 
the increasing number of those wishing 
to enter the profession, because the larger 
the number of applicants for a test or 
examination the better was the chance of 
finding suitable candidates. 


OVER-BURDENED. 


Sir Charles Igglesden (Kent) said that 
his view was that many young people 
were competent, but there was no room 
for them. ‘The conference should let the 
general public and schoolmasters, school- 
mistresses and loca] authorities know that 
the profession was over-burdened. Un- 
fortunately, journalistic classes were ex- 
panding to an alarming degree. 

Mr. H. A. Gwynne, editor of the 
Morning Post, said that before they did 
anything else they ought to absorb, as 
far as they could, practised and ex- 
perienced journalists thrown out of work 
owing to amalgamations. They were men 
who needed no test. Such a diploma as 
they might offer should be granted after 
work in the reporting room, sub-editor’s 
room, and the case room, and not after 
an examination in the ordinary sense. 


THE PRACTICAL TEST. 


As a practical test, the office of a 
Sunday newspaper could be borrowed, and 
candidates might be asked to cover engage- 
ments and so on, just as if they were on 
a real newspaper. Such a diploma would 
not prevent people from entering the pro- 
fession, but would help those in it. 

Mr. R. P. Blumenfeld. editor of the 
Daily Express, contended that young men 


and yuong women who went into a school 


of journalism should be restrained. He 
objected to all classes of journalism unless 
they were practical. 

Sir Emsley Carr, who on Monday was 
unanimously elected President for 1932, 
invited the delegates to Cardiff for their 
conference next year, .and the invitation 
was accepted. 

The conference adjourned until to-day.

The Schneider 
Trophy. 


PAST AND PRESENT. 


By A. SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
HE Schneider ‘Trophy contest originated 
I with M. Jacques Schneider in 1913, 
when he presented’ a trophy woth 
25.000 francs to the French Aero Clul, to 
establish an international challenge contest for 

seaplanes. 

The rules laid down that the course must 
not be less than 150 sea miles. ‘Lhere are 


certain standing regulations with regard to 
the qualifications of the competitors and the 
award of the trophy. Otherwise the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale is tree to | 
decide on the rules. of the course the ; 
nature of each contest. i 

Entries for tie race are made through the 
aero club of the country concerned, and no 
nation may send forward more than three 
competitors. The club of the nation who holds 
the Trophy is responsible for the organisation 
of the next contest. Jf the same nation wins 
the Trophy on three successive occasions the 
club of that nation becomes the final holder 
of it. 

The first contest was held in Monaco in 
1913. There was only one other competitor 
besides two Frenchmen, an American, U. 1. 
Weymann, who flew with a Nieuport mono- 
lane. 

in the following year the race was held in 
Monaco again, and five countries were 
represented, including France, Great Britam, 
Germany, America and Switzerland. England, 
Germany and America sent two competitors 
apiece to the contest. ‘Ihe course was 1/2 


and 


miles, the same distance as in the previous 
year, and this race was won by England, who 
held the trophy for five years, since ho con- 
test was arranged during the war. The chal- | 
lenge of Italy and France was answered in 
1919 at Bournemouth, but, owing to poor 
visibility, all the competitors except the 
Italian gave up the race; and he, too, was 
disqualified, since the judges could not see 
him turning the point at Swanage. In 1920, 
1921 and 1922 the race was held in Italy. 
For the 1923 race, held in England, there | 
were three entries. 

Both in 1925 and 1926 the race was held 
in America. One race was won by an Amer- 
can aviator, the other by an Italian. In 
the 1927 race Great Britain was represented 
by a State team for the first time. It was 
decided in the following year that the race 
should be held biennially, so that more time 
might be allowed for the development of 
new types of aircraft end engines. . 

The last competition, held at Spithead on 


September 6th and 7th, was won by Flving 
Officer H. D. Waglorn over a quadrilateral 
course of 217.47 miles. 


THIS MONTH’S CONTEST. 


The twelfth contest, to be held on the 12th 
of this month. will be flown over a triangular 
course of 217.55 miles. if Great Britain 
wins this vear she will secure the trophy for 
ever, anil thus will end the series of contests. 
The trials of navigabilitvy and seaworthiness 
which have been held on the day previcus to 
the race hitherto will be held on the s°me 
day this year. and thev will precede the 
sneed test and form nart of a continuous race. 
Every competitor will start by the firing of a 


gun signal from H.M.S. Medea. Flags hoisted 
on the ship will herald the start of each com- 
petitor—one flag for the first, two for the 
second. three for the third, and so on. Each 
competitor will open un his engine, take off, 
climb to the prescribed height (fifty metres), 
shut off his engine, alight on the water, taxi 
up to the starting line, and take off for the 
race proper. If a competitor has not suc- 
ceeded in carrying out his preliminary trials 
and in leavieg the area within thirts 
he will tbe deemed to have failed, and 

retire from the contest. A regulacion 
been introduced to the effect that 
must not approach the stuiting line from a 
height greater than 1,000 feet.

CENSUS OF PRODUCTION. 
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According to returns made under - the’ 
Census _ of 
lished to-day, there were in the year 1929 
sixty-five establishments in the Irish 
State engaged in the metal trades (excluding 
engineering). 

Practically all of the sixty-five establisb- 
ments were working continuously throughout 
the year—fifty-four worked 300 days or over. 
nine worked between 250 and 299 days, while 
only two worked less than 250 days. The 
number of hours normally worked per week 
by wage-earners was forty-seven or over in 
forty establishments, forty-four to forty-six 


| hours in twenty-one establishments, and Jess 


than forty-four hours in the remaining four 
establishments. Only three firms reported 
workers being placed on short time during 
periods of the year, owing to slackness of 
trade. 

The work done in these establishments was 
of an estimated selling value of £479,304 .n 
1926, and in 1929 this had inereased_ to 
£544,873, while the amounts paid in salaries 
and wages in 1926 was £166,692, and 
in 1929 it was £175.480.

There were sixty-two principal establish- 
ments engaged in engineering ana implement 
trades in the Free State in the year 1929.

HOW 10 BREW IT, 


ERY slow fermentation is the firsi | 
V essential of successful home brewing. 


Autumn is by far the most propitious 
season of the year to begin operations, since 
an equable temperature is desirable for the 
process. Spring is also suitable, but no! 
quite so satisfactory, because the changes 
of weather then are both more frequent and 
more severe, 

The tosiowing recipes give good standari(

proportions for the making of home-brewed | 


ale and porter. For the brewing of porter 
mix an equal quantity of brown, amber and 
pale malt in a mash tub. Having turned 
on the first liquor at a temperature of 165 
degrees, mash well together for one hour, 
coat the whole with dry malt, and then leave 
to set for another hour, and finally set the 
tap. The next step is to mix ten pounds of 


| brown hops with a quarter of malt, half old, 


half new, and, having boiled the first wort, 
together with the hops, for nearly an hour, 
and having added one and á half pounds of 
sugar and the same amount of liquorice, turn 
the whole into the coolers, briskly rousing 
the wort at the same time. The second 
liquor should be turned in at 174 degrees, 
and the tap again set, in one hour. When 
the second wort has run off, turn on again 
at 145 degrees, mash well for an _ hour, 
boil the second wort with the same 
hops for the same length of time, turn 
all into the coolers; then Jet it into the tub 
at 04 degrees, and mix the yeast as it comes 
On the second day add a mixture of 
salt and flour and cleanse it at 80 deyrees. 

The following recipe is a favourite one for 
the making of ale. Mash together one quarter 
of pale malt, eight and a half pounds of pale 
heps three times, working the first mash at a 
temperature of 170 degrees, the second at 
176 degrees and the third at 150 degrees. 
When bouiizg the first wort by itself, add 
three pounds of honey, one ounce of salt, and 
a pound and a half of coriander seeds. Having 
mixed the boiled worts and ccoled tiem to 61 
desrees, start woraing with a pint and a hall 
of yeast. ‘The head haif must be skimmed off 
as soon as it begins to yet at all “ yeasty.” 
The rest. should then be roused with another 
pint and a half of veest, three-quarters of an 
ounce bay sait, and a quarter of a pound of 
Lean or mali. flour. ‘These proportions should 
yield a hogshead. 

fo make amber ale the proportions would 
be about four pounds of hops, one and a 
half pounds of pale amber malt. six bushels 
of amber malt, two tablespoonfuls of salt and 
some isinglass. 

To save a great deal of unnecessary trouble 
it would be very advisable for anyone anxious 
to try brewing to watch carefully the many 
intricate details of fermentation, which are 
really necessary to see in process before em- 
barking upon it for the first time at home.

I wonder whether the symbolic carrying 
of the Welsh half-claymore to Brittany, 
to join there its other half, is really so 
assuring a sign of Celtic unity as are the 
spontaneous manifestations of a common 
spirit which any sporting event is able to 
evoke in Northern Ireland. A Rugby 
international or the T.T: races are suffi- 
cient to set the whole province, which 
seems to collect almost to a man in Bel- 
fast, in harmony with visitors from 
Caledonia and Cambria—a harmony 
of song. You will hear the strains 
of the Derry air succeeded by the

to Scotland. I find that on these occasions 
the Sassenach, though he sings as heartily 
as the rest, wears the slightly puzzled look 
of a stranger at a family gathering, and, 
when some purely English air is 
introduced and sung with lusty lungs, 
he invariably puts on a grateful air, as 
though appreciating a kindness offered to 
a guest. There is, however, one exception 
to this detachment of Celt and FE.nglish- 
man. I noticed in Belfast at the T.T. 
celebrations that every barrier broke down 
when the old marching songs of Army 
days were sung, leading up to, and giving 
fervent poignancy to, ‘‘ Auld Lang 
Syne.”’. 


Ghe “ Record ” Batting .Average. 


In spite of the almost unexampled 
marring of the English cricket season by 
rainy weather, I rather fancy that the 
batting ‘‘record”’ of 98.66 set up by Don 
Bradman will be exceeded by Herbert 
Sutcliffe, who has shown sterling form. 
It was his batting, more than any other 
factor, which enabled Yorkshire to win 
the County Championship. 

Sutcliffe, up to Saturday last, had 
completed twenty-seven innings for an 
aggregate of 2,705 runs, which gives an 

seal average just excceed- 
ing 100. Bradman, 
in first-class matches 
in England last year, 
had an aggregate of 
2,960, with an 
average of 98.66. 

Bradman’s figures 
easily surpassed the 
previous “record ’’ of 
87.5 set up by the 
great Indian bats- 
man, Ranjitsinh)i, 
thirty years ago. If 
we include the match 
against Scotland, 
which is not strictly 
within the definition of the first-class 
category, Bradman comes within the select 
band of cricketers who have scored 3,000 
runs in one season, 

Sutcliffe performed that feat in 1928, 
and, if he maintains his present form, he 
will join a still more exclusive company 
of batsmen—comprising only Hayward, 
Hendren, Mead and Ranjitsinhji—who 
have accomplished the performance in two 
separate seasons. 


Honest’ Book Rorrowers.

next year. Usually they are clock-certain 
in their movements, and attach them- 
selves to particular houses, returning to 
the same spot annually, either in person 
or by progeny, and bringing with them 
the household luck. All over Northern 
Europe the storks are thus associated with 
prosperity, and their desertion is viewed 
much as the desertion of trees by their 
colony of crows is viewed in deep England. 
The reprobate person who injures them 
will find himself in a somewhat similar 
plight to that in which the Ancient 
Mariner found himself after shooting the 
albatross. Scandinavian lore and legend, 
as well as Dutch, are replete with tales 
where the stork plays the part of fairy 
godmother.

SNAKE POISON. 


SOUTH AFRICAN DOCTOR'S 
DISCOVERY. 


The theory that when a bee stings it 
behind a dose of poison 
related to that of the Mamba, 
\frica’s deadliest snakes, is advanced by 
Dr. H. the noted South African 
apiarist and scientist, who has made a 
close study of the subject for some years. 

Hitherto bee poison has generally been 
held to be formic acid. i 

“It is known now that bee poison is a 
very complex body,”’ 
cording to the Johannesburg correspondent 
of the Morning Post. ‘The active part 
appears to be ' licithid,’ a substance more 
or less related to the active part of snake 
venom, and some special mysterious 
alkaloid substance related to very active 
poisons like strychnine or belladonna. 

‘Bee poison acts even on inferior 
organisms like worms, shellfish and 
insects. Even the bee itself is not immune 
to its own poison.’’ Dr. Garin explains 
that the venom paralyses the blood vessels 
and makes the heart beat quicker, but 
the red corpuscles in the

FIVE HUNDRED STINGS FATAL. 


‘“ Why does the action of bee stings vary 
so greatly in different persons from slight 
local pain to serious fainting, threatening 
heart failure or even death?” he asks. . 

‘The number of stings is of great im- 
portance. It has been found that on an 
adult man 30 to 50 stings cause more or 
less serious symptoms, while 100 to 200 
produce serious illness. About 500 stings 
appear to be the limit of the mortal dose, 
although a much smaller number may 
cause death in certain circumstances.” _ 

Dr. Garin mentions the cases of two bee- 
keepers in Durban who had been stung so 
often that they considered themselves 
immune. Suddenly one of them became 
most seriously ill after three stings, and 
the other, after only one sting, collapsed. 

Dr. Garin is continuing his investiga-

Louth Tenants Want Fixity 


of Tenure. |

HE position of occupants of Yaboustis’ 
cottages in County Louth, many of 
whom have been notified by the Louth 
Board of Health to pay increased rents, was 
aiscussed at a meeting of the Board: in Dun. 
dalk when a deputation from the Tenants’ 
Association attended the meeting. 

Mr. Hoey, on behalf of the tenants, sug- 
gested that the tenants would be agreeable 
to take over responsibility for the repairs of 
the cottages provided they were guaranteed 
fixity of tenure on terms to be arranged, the 
responsibility for the repairs to commence 
irom the time that all necessary repairs Lave 


Leen carried out by the Board. They farther | 


stated that if fixity of tenure could not be 
guaranteed the tenants would take the assur- 
unce of the Board that the rents would not 
be increased on the tenants undertaking to 
carry out future repairs, and that possession 
would not be taken except for non-payment 
of vent. They also asked that all proceed- 
iigs pending as between the Board and their 
tenants should be withdrawn, each side to 
bear its own costs. i 


THE LAW. 

The Chairman (Mr. McGahon) pointed out 
that the Board could not transfer responsi- 
bility for the repairs to the cottages. The 
law imposed the responsibilit for this work 
on the Board of Health, and there was no 
power, much as the Board would like it, te 
transfer it to anybody else. As to fixity of 
tenure, the Board could not guarantee this. 
At the moment they had a letter from the 
Free State j|Local Government Department 
urging that rents should be increased in 
certain cases. 

Dealing with the proceedings which had 
heen commenced, the Chairman said that 
the Bourd felt that with a steady loss on the 
-ottazes for which the rates had to be called 
upon, men who were not really agricultural 
labourers, and who were in receipt of big 
should be called: on to pay an in- 
crease. Even for the ordinary genuine agri- 
cultural labourer with a small wage, it was 
unfair that he should have to bear some of 
the loss occasioned by the occupancy of a 
cottage by a well-paid worker. 


PURCHASE SCHEME. 

Mr. M. Campbell, referring to the possi- 
bilitv. of a purchase scheme, said that the 
Louth Board of Health had forwarded one 
of the best schemes to the Local Govern- 
ment Department. It was foolish for any- 
body to talk about buying out the 
cotiages by raising money by loan at the 
At the present time, to borrow 
money for this purpose would cost twice 
as much as the loans with which the 
cottages were originally built. 

Mr. Michael Connor, a Labour representa- 
tive, said that he felt a purchase scheme 
which imposed additional responsibilities and 
a bigger payment on the tenants would not 
be in their own interests. For the men who 
were living in tabourers’ cottages, and who 
were able to pay, and refused to pay an 
increased rent. he had not the least sympathy. 
They should pay it, because by failing they 
were throwing an additional burden on the 
poorer men. i 

The Chairman said that one of their 
difficulties was the case of a man occupying 
a collage who worked in the town. Some 
of these men had made their cottages a credit 
to the county and themselves, and the last 
thing the Board of Health wanted was that 
1 should have to serve these men with 
wotice,

Belfast Proposal Defeated. 


From Ovcr Own Corresponpent. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 
T the meeting of the Belfast City 
A Council to-day a lively discussion took 
place on a proposal by Alderman 
Midgley (Socialist) that the Corporation 
should seek powers from Parliament to 
supply coal to the citizens. The matter came 
up as an amendment to the report of the 
General Purposes Committee, and the Lord 
Mayor (Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh) said tha: 
there was no reason why they should not 
discuss the question freely and frankly. 
There was undoubtedly a section which 
thought that the Corporation should embark 
on this undertaking, while another section 
was opposed to any further extension of 
municipal trading. If the Corporation so 
decided, powers to undertake the business of 
coal dealers could be embodied in a parlia- 
mentary bill next year. 

Alderman Pierce, who had a notice of 
motion on the agenda dealing with the same 
subject, agreed to accept the result of the 
debate. 

Alderman Midgley, moving his amendment 
to the Committee’s report, said that of late 
years there had been a growing and uneasy 
feeling that in this matter of coal prices the 
people were being held to ransom. ‘There 
was a great‘demand for the fuel, and there 
ought to be some unified system of purchase. 
A tremendous amount. could be done in that 
way to benefit the ratepayers and provide 
a really cheap supply of fuel. They were 
the custodians of the citizens, economic and 
otherwise, and if they were to get coal direct 
and deal with it as a municipal undertaking 
they would get it at the costs as placed upon 
the pit-head, with all the middle costs cut 
out. Then they would get coal at much 
less cost than at the present time. (A Voice— 
‘* Question.”’) Belfast ought to be, and was, 
proud of her municipal trading undertakings, 
and if the Corporation had the courage to go 
forward the city would embark upon yet 
another successful undertaking. 

A COMMERCIAL QUESTION. 

Alderman Pierce secoaded the motion. It 
was, he said, a commercial question, outside 
the circle of politics, and it was the duty of 
the members to support the motion, which 
was in the best interests of the ratepayers. 
A comparison between the prices charged to 
the Corporation and the prices charged to 
the public showed that the public were being 
fleeced. Twenty departments of the Corpora- 
tion were receiving house coal, one brand 
known as “ handpicked Scotch coal, Baird’s 
Best,” at 22s. 54. per ton. Best screened 
house coal was 25s. 8d., and a month ago 
190,000 tons of coal, Welsh, were ordered at 
21s. 11.66d. per ton. That was a higher 
quality of coal, suitable for house purposes, 
better than the coal delivered to them by 
the coal merchants. He had received, in 
answer to an advertisement he had paid for 
himself, hundreds of letters, some of them 
offering funds to institute a campaign to 
smash the coal ring. He also had am told 
that every member of the Council who voted 
against the motion would be opposed at the 
next election. The proposal, if adopted, 
would result in a 50 per cent. cut in the 
coal bill and increase the purchasing powef 
of the population. 


WASTING TIME. 

Councillor McMahon said that they were 
wasting time in that debate. He believed 
that they were at present paying too much 
to the coal merchants, but the powers-that- 
be would see that the proposal would ; ot 
come to anything. If the Gas Committee 
bought coal at 21s. 11d., why did they charge 
35s. per ton for coke after extracting nearly 
everything out of it? 

Alderman Nixon agreed that 
that it was bunkum to say that one could 
get house coal for 21s. a ton. Why did not 
the Co-operative Socicty reduce the price of 
coal?’ He never vet know municipal trading 
faced with competition to be a success.

County Louth, was killed in a motoring 
accident near Annagassan, seven miles from 
Dundalk, this morning. At 2.30 this morn- 
ing Mr. Halligan was being driven in his 
own car by Ties Mas Claire Branigan, 
Drogheda. The accident occurred at a sharp 
turn on the Togher road. The car mounted 
the ditch, and was shot for a distance of 
twenty feet into the field below. Here it 
came to rest upside down. Miss Branigan 
was able to scramble out of the car, and 
succeeded in getting round to the other side, 
where she found Mr. Halligan partially lying 
out of the window. ‘The glass on his side 
of the car had been smashed, and Mr. 
Halligan was covered with blood. Miss 
Branigan spoke to him, but he did not 
answer. She ran for help, and when this 
arrived it was found that Mr. Halligan was 


Mr. Halligan was the proprietor of the 
Golf Club Hotel at Baltray, and also was the 
owner of big tracts of land in South Louth. 
He has been a prominent figure in amateur 
golf competitions in Ireland for many years 
past. He was to have played a match to-day 
with Mr. John Burke, the Irish close amateur 
champion. 


THE INQUEST. 


When the inquest was opened this after- 
noon on the body of Mr. Halligan it was 
announced by Superintendent Casserly that 
he had placed under arrest Miss Mary Claire 
Branigan, of Magdalene street, Drogheda, 
the driver of the car, on a charge of man- 
slaughter. 

The inqaest had opened in the village of 
Annagassan, and the Coroner (Mr. Patrick 
Tallan) said that the, event which the jury 
was investigating was one of the saddest that 
had ever occurred in the district, and the 
saddest with which he had ever to deal since 
his appointment as Coroner. For many years 
Mr. Halligan had been an intimate friend f 
his. Ho was a man weil liked and respected 
in the district. 

The Coroner added that Superintendent 
Casserly had intimated to him that he was 
taking criminal proceedings, and that being so 
he (the Coroner) would merely take evidence 
of identification and the medical evidence, and 
then adjourn the inquest. 

Dr. Eugene Byrne, of Slane, identified the 
remains as those of his nephew, who was aged 
44 years. He had been in perfect health. 
and witness had seen him alive and driving 
his car a few days previously 

Dr. Donegan, Dunleer, said that he had 
made a superficial examination of the remains 
that day, and found a compound fracture of 
the bones of the skull and laceration of the 
brain. Death was due to shock and

AN IRISH WAR 
MEMORIAL.

RELAND is still without a National War 
Memorial, although it is now almost 
thirteen years since the end of the Great 
War. Ex-Service men throughout .the 
Irish Free State and relatives of soldiers 
who lost their lives during the years 1914- 
1918 have naturally become apprehensive, 
and many people are wondering if Ireland, 
through lack of appropriate spirit or for

When the movement for the erection of 
a memorial was started in 1919, on the 
initiative of the late Earl of Ypres, £50,000 
was subscribed, and to-day that sum. with 
accrued interest, is/ tied up in the bank, 
while subscribers cannot be told definitely 
what may happen to it.

The Marketing of Meat. 

A report by the British Ministry of Agri- 
culture, which was published yesterday, 
puts forward a number of suggestions for 
the improvement of the English trade in 
sheep, mutton and lamb, These are directed 
principally towards the rationalisation of 
the marketing system. Among the dis- 
advantages which in the past have 
hampered this branch of home produc- 
tion, the first to be stressed is the need 
for a more informative method to record 
prices. Most of the existing systems tend 
to confusion, in that they do not distin- 
guish between the quality and the carcase- 
weight of fat sheep.

French and English, 

Cultured opinion in France has risen in 
revolt against the growing anglicisation of 
the language. The process is no new one ; 
for English words have formed part of the 
popular vocabulary for at least half a 
century. For the most part, they appear 
first in districts frequented by English 
holiday-makers, and the present strong 
feeling against their use arises, accordinz 
to the Paris Correspondent of the Morning 
Post, from an incident in a town of the 
Riviera. There a plaque, newly erected to 
the memory of French soldiers who fell in 
the Great War, bears the single word, 
‘“Remember.’’ French residents in the 
town have taken great exception to this, 
and they point out, not unnaturally, that 
the gallant deeds of their country’s sons 
can be commemorated most appropriately 
in their country’s tongue. The incident 
tends to show that anglicisation is not 
likely to confine itself to the adoption of 
virtually untranslatable terms employed 
in the English sports which have become 
so popular in France. ‘‘ Football ” and 
‘“ golf’’ have become commonplace ex- 
pressions, and the present agitation of the 
purist to replace them by futball and 
golfe does not seem a very happy way out 
of the linguistic difficulty. For such 
words, indeed, there is some excuse, but, 
in addition, the French have permitted 
themselves to naturalise a host of words 
whose employment cannot be justified on 
any grounds. The young Frenchman, for 
example, attends dancings, clothing him-

MEN’S SCHEME OF A 
VOLUNTARY HOLIDAY.

IX hundred men, including smiths, 
smiths’ helpers, boilermakers, etc., 
at present employed in the workshops of 
the Great Southern and Western Railway, 
are likely to lose their employment under 
an economy scheme proposed by the com- 
pany unless some agreement between the 
men and the company can be arrived at 
whereby the company will be enabled to 
carry out its contemplated saving. 

The company has in view a scheme by 
which it hopes to effect a saving of £24,000 
on the year’s working up to December 
next. To achieve this end the directors 
find that it is necessary that the number 
of their employés should be reduced by 
600, and already fifty of these men have 
received notice. Altogether the work at 
the shops at Inchicore and Broadstone 
necessitated the employment of about 1,800 
men of various trades, and, should the 
scheme “take effect, this work will be 
carried out by 1,200 men. 


THE MEN’S PROPOSAL. 


One difficulty arising in connection with 
the matter is that many of the men who 
have long service with the company are 
likely to be thrown on the unemployment 
list. It seems impossible to introduce a 
system .of ‘‘dismissing according to 
service,’ as there are so many sections to 
be dealt with. 

[ learnt on good authority yesterday 
afternoon that the various trades unions 
catering for railwaymen are endeavouriny 
to put forward a scheme which provides 
that the 1,800 men be divided into sections 
of 600, and that every man takes four 
weeks’ holidays at his own expense 
between now and November next. Thies 
means that 600 men will go off on a fort- 
night’s holidays, then return to work for 
a month, and again go off for a further 
fortnight 

Thus in every week between now and 
November there will be 600 men on holi- 
days. while 1,200 men will continue at 


will be required to make this sacrifice of 
a month's wages, and, as the desired saving 
will be effected, the dismissal and per- 
manent unemployment of the 600 men 
will .be unnecessary. All the holidays 
will be completed by November, and the 
men -will all have a full month’s work 
before Christmas comes along. 


MASS MEETING OF MEN. 


At a mass meeting last night of the 
railwaymen concerned the scheme pro- 
posed by the unions was considered at 
length, and a mandate taken for and 
against it. 

No official report was issued to the Press 
at the conclusion of the meeting, but I 
understand that the decision will be con- 
veved to the directors of the railway com- 
pany to-day, and a further meeting of the 
men will be held to-morro :.

STRIKING RECORD 
OF PROGRESS.

DEVELOPMENT IN MANY

ONG regarded as a city of departed 
_glories, Galway is rapidly regaining 
her old place in the sun. 

Few towns in Ireland can show such re- 
markable signs of progress. Trade has 
increased to a startling degree, population 
has increased, tourist traffic has increased, 
social conditions are being improved, and 
no effort is being spared to raise the 
standard of culture. 

To return to Galway after An absence of 
a few years is to be struck by the changed 
appearance of the main streets. In a city 
of stone walls, rebuilding is a rare opera- 
tion, but thousands of pounds have been 
spent by business men of Galway on re- 
fronting their shops, and in many cases 
imposing new. premises have sprung up. 
Since 1922 the Urban Council have erected, 
or partly erected, no fewer than 141 
houses, and 153 have been constructed by 
private enterprise. 


BIG SCHEMES IN HAND. 


Besides numerous small sewerage 
schemes which have been completed, the 
Council have now in hand a £3,000 scheme 
for the Bohermore area, and when this and 
the Claddagh improvement scheme (which 
will convert that unsanitary collection of 
cabins into an up-to-date housing site) 
have been completed, the entire urban area 
will have adequate sanitation. Another big 
operation was the construction of public 
baths and a disinfecting station, while the 
holiday amenities of Salthill have not been 
overlooked. 

Improvements have been going on 
rapidly at the harbour, where the Commis- 
sioners have erected two transit sheds, 
costing £4,600, and stock pens which cost 
£1,250. It is a commentary on their sound 
financial position that all this expense, as 
well as a £7,000 item for the purchase and 
re-equipment of a tender for the trans- 
Atlantic traffic, was borne entirely out of 
revenue. 


SURPRISING FIGURES.

The need for these additions to the 
harbour is proved by the port statistics, 
which unmistakably reveal the advance 
Galway has made in recent years as a sea- 
port. Whereas in 1928 liners landed 1.194 
passengers at the port and embarked 482. 
in 1930 they landed 3.186 and embarked no 
fewer than 5,795. Equally illuminating 
are the comparative figures for live-stock 
exports, which rose from 873 head in 1924 
to 10.994 head in 1930, while I was 
officially informed that in the first seven 
months of the present year the ten 
thousand mark had already been nearly 
reached. Other exports over the same 
period have increased from 58,776 tons to 
76,160 tons. 

Side by side with her material progress, 
Galway has been forging ahead as the 
cultural centre of the West, and, apart 
from the increased importance of the local 
cultured centre of the West, and, 
apart from the increased importance 
of the local University College and 
the inauguration of a Gaelic theatre 
movement, there is a public library. 
which has the finest collection of 
works in the native language to be found 
in an Irish provincial town. This includes 
the famous MacEnri collection, which 
deals with Irish philology in English, 
French and German, and also contains 
many early publications of the Gaelic 
League and the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of the Irish Language, as well as 
examples of Rome and Louvain sixteenth 
and seventeenth century Catechisms and 
Testaments, which are all of great interest 
to connoisseurs of rare volumes. 

The amassing of valuable works in 
Irish is being continuously carried out by 
the librarian, Mr. S. J. Maguire, and, in 
a talk wrth me on the subject, he said 
that he was contemplating the purchase 
of several important manuscripts and 
printed works, which he had discovered 
in various parts of the County Galway, 
including a very fine collection of works 
on Irish history and archeology at Tuam. 

“ We have an income,”’ he added, “ «1 
£11,000 a year, and of that we spend 
more than half on the purchase of books. 
Last year the bulk of it went to the pur- 
chase of books on Irish for the use oJ 
students. ’’ 


HARBOUR DEVELOPMENT. 


Two more reforms are necessary to set 
the seal on Galway’s revival. One of 
these, of course, is the accomplishment of 
the harbour development scheme which 
has been so carefully drawn up, and 
which entails the deepening of the channel 
leading into the harbour, and the subse- 
quent amalgamation of two docks into 
one. 

This is what would result from the 
scheme, according to a harbour official. 

‘‘ By enabling larger ships to enter the 
port it would enlarge our area, both for 
obtaining cargoes and for distrihution. At 
present, cargoes of grain, which conld 
then be landed here direct from the big 
vessels, have to be trans-shipped at Liver- 
pool, involving an enormous additional 
expense. The same thing applies to coal 
It is now cheaper in Ballinasloe to buy 
coal that has been shipped to Dundalk, 
which is ninety miles away, than coal 
which has been shipped to Galway, only 
forty miles away. 

“There would also be a big advance in 
the export of farm produce, and the Lime- 
rick Steamships Company, in addition to 
sending larger ships here, have announced 
that their ships would call twice as often 
as they now do.”’ 


THE BOROUGH STATUS. 


The other great reform is the restora. 
tion of Galway’s old borough status, re 
garding which Mr. J. G. Browne, the 
Assistant Secretary to the Urban Council, 
told me that although no active steps have 
heen taken yet, in view of the possibility 
that the matter might he affected in some 
way by the new Local Government Bill, a 
communication was sent a few weeks ago 
to the Minister for Local Government, as 
a preliminary to a formal application to 
the Governor-General. 

‘Ti we are successful in this applica 
tion,” he said, “ it will give us;powers to 
strike a rate to pay the Mayor an enter- 
tainments allowance, which will be cf 
verv great importanee when there is a 
question of receiving distinguished visi- 
tors. In this way we shell benefit very 
greatly as a tourist centre.”

N uncontroversial agenda resulted in

As the issues at this session of the 
League are mainly financial, the attitude 
of France is not only of particular 
interest, but is almost dominating. 

The touchstone which will reveal what 
this attitude is going to be will be sup- 
plied in the first instance by the appeal 
of Austria for financial help. If France 
is prepared to loosen the strings of her 
money bags, the relief to Austria and to 
Europe at large will be immediate; but 
France has so far given no hint of her 
plans and intentions. ' 


FRANCE AND SOVIET. 


The attitude of M. Francois Poncet, 
the French representative, in the discus- 
sion of M. Litvinoff’s economic non- 
aggression proposal, was significant in 
view of all the talk now being heard of 
a Franco-Soviet pact. 

M. Poncet not only led the attack on 
the Russian proposal, but did not mince 
his words, and at one point accused M. 
Litvinoff of having a ‘convenient 
memory ’’ and of remembering only points 
which suited him. | 

Meanwhile is the talk of the 
lobbies of the League Council] that 
France and Italy have resumed here 
their conversations on naval disarma- 
ment. 


NEW COAL INQUIRY. 


All the various reports were adopted 
unanimously by the League Council. The 
report of the Economic Co-operation Com- 
mittee does not touch on the question of 
‘‘dumping,’’ but on the subject of coal 
proposes a fresh expert inquiry next 
autumn, at which representatives of both 
colliery owners and men would partiripate. 

A convention to regulate the whaling in- 
dustry, im order to preserve this source of 
wealth which is at present in danger, is 
also proposed. 

The next meeting of the League Council, 
which was to have taken place to-morrow, 
has been postponed. No later date has 
been announced. 


TARIFFS, PRO AND CON. 


Preferential tariffs and their advantages 
and disadvantages were discussed from 
every angle in the Economic Co-operation 
(‘committee to-day. and almost as many 
divergent views were advanced as there 
were delegates present. Strangely enough 
the Turkish and Russian delegates were in 
opposite camps, merely from an academical 
point of view. 

The Committee also discussed the ques- 
tion of extension of agricultural credits to 
such products as tobacco, fruit, ete.. in 
addition to cereals. which were voted at 
the last session of the Council. This ex- 
tension was strongly advocated by Greece, 
Spain and Portugal, but no decision was

reached in the matter.

Her grand- 
mother had one foot on the running board 
of the car when the express train dashed 
into them, carrying the car about a 
hundred yards before it could be stopped. 

Mrs. Ellen Fowler was so terribly in- 
jured that she died within a few minutes. 
Her daughter-in-law and grand-daughter, 
who were also injured, were taken to a 
neighbouring house. They did not learn 
of their grandmother's death till an hour 
afterwards. .

Hospiti.l, Baggot street, Jast night. Two 
other workmen—Michael Byrne, of Aber- 
corn terrace, Harold’s Cross, and Charles 
McCormick, of Redfern terrace, Dolphin’s 
Barn—were involved in the accident, and 
all three were taken to hospital in the 
Fire Brigade ambulance together.

THREE MORE CLIMBERS 
RESCUED. 
ONE STILL MISSING ON 
NEW ZEALAND PEAK.

WELLINGVON, NEW ZEALAND, 
Tuesday, 

Of the four men and three girls from 
Auckland University who were missing on 
the snow-bound slopes of Mount Ruapehu 
yesterday, three men—Fitzie Morris, Jock 
Graham and Harold Addis—have now been 
rescued, and three others have been 
located, but not picked up. There is stil] 
one missing. 

The party, which originally comprised 
fourteen people, had been missing since 
Saturday. Their attempt to climb the 
mountain in the rigours of the New 
Zealand winter succeeded, but shortly after 
leaving the summit at 9,068 feet a shriek- 
ing blizzard and _ blinding snowfall 
descended on them, and the wind blew so 
fiercely that they were blown off their 
course. 

When a rescue party of 150 men set out 
at moonrise last night in a last effort to 
locate the still missing members, it was 
thought that they could not possibly 
survive the night, as they had been without 
food since Saturday. 

The reason why one section of the 
mountaineers was rescucd and others were 
not is that the party split into two in 
order to have a better chance of reaching 
safety. 

Two hundred men are now trying te 
rescue those still missing. i

SCENE in a Carlsbad hotel, in which 

an English film actor, who was a 

former flying officer, and an Austrian 

Count came to blows because of a note 

written to the Englishman’s fiancée, had a 
sequel in London yesterday. 

Count Hanz Czernin, son of a former 
Austrian Foreign Minister, is reported to 
have called at the offices of a London news- 
paper yesterday and issued a challenge to 
Captain Charles Leven Lincoln. 

he affair actually began at the end of 
July, when the Count sent a note to 
Captain Lincoln’s German fiancée, Miss 
Hilde Zimmermann. Miss Zimmermann, 
without replying, gave it to Captain 
Lincoln. An action in the Austrian law 
courts followed, and Captain Lincoln was 
acquitted on a charge of assaulting Count 
Czernin. 

The Judge declared: “The British 
Captain was compelled to act in accord- 
ance with the unwritten laws of honour of 
Great Britain. If he had not done so he 
would have been considered a coward and 
an honourless individual by his country-

men. 


CHOICE OF WEAPONS. 

Captain Lincoln was not in the least 
perturbed when interviewed by a reporter 
last night as to the reported challenge. 

He said: ‘‘ I have just received a copy of 
an evening paper and read the astonishing 
news of the challenge. So far I have heard 
nothing direct from Count Czernin, and I 
could not possibly consider an article in 
a newspaper a challenge to a duel. 

‘If he were to challenge me according 
to the accepted rules I understand that, as 
the challenged person, I have the right to 
choose the weapons.’”’ 

At this point Captain Lincoln laughed 
heartily, and added: ‘‘I might be pre- 
pared even to meet him in an hait sr 
with a machine gun. 

“From the report in the newspaper I 
see that Count Czernin admits that his 
behaviour was ungentlemanly. If he had 
admitted that in Carlsbad there would 
have been no necessity for him to summon 
me for assault, and no necessity for all 
this publicity i 

‘During the trial Count Czernin pro- 
duced a doctor’s certificate to the effect 
that his eve was black and swollen a week 
after I hit him. That was so, because I 
met him ten days afterwards, and saw 
to my satisfaction that it was still black 
and swollen. 


FISTS OR A DUEL. 

“I used to do a certain amount of 
boxing in the Army, and have done none 
since.” 3 

Miss Zimmerman, speaking in German, 
said fola reporter: “I think that it is 
very stupid of Count Czernin to re-open 
what should be dead and buried. He is a 
strong, young man, and should have de- 
fended himself at the time.” 

Count Czernin, in an interview at his 
Londen hotel last night? said that he had 
flown to England to issue his challenge, 
because Captain Lincoln’s account of the 
affair suggested that he had acted in a 
cowardly manner. 

“TIT am prepared to admit that I acted 
badly when I sent a note to Miss Zimmer- 
man,” he said. “ She is a very beautiful 
girl, and, although I had seen her before. 
[ had never been introduced, and 1 act 
without thinking. 

“I am willing to fight Captain Lincoln 
with or without gloves in this country, 
or, -if he prefers, in a duel with the 
weapens of his choice on the Continent.’’

SPECT A'GORS- 
BESIEGE 
THE CITY. 


L.oNpos last night was a wonder city 

of shining towers and silvery domés, 
and the crowds watching the display, 
arranged in connection with the Inter- 
national Illumination Congress, were so 
dense that a traffic jam assumed enor- 
nous proportions. 

Char-a-bancs, private cars, taxi-cabs 
and motor bicycles formed in a great 
trafic jam on the Embankment, from 
Blackfriars Bridge to Westminster Bridge. 
In places cars were six deep. | 

A favourite way of seeing the lights 
seemed to be to hire a taxi and to sit 
on the lowered hood. 

The trams along the Embankment were 
crowded, and le were standing on 
both decks for the hour that it took to get 
from Blackfriars to Westminster. 

“ H is one of the biggest crowds I have 
ever seen in London,” a policeman told a 
reporter. 

“I think everybody has been caught 
napping, and certainly many of our men 
have been called out unexpectedly to deal 
with the crowds.’’ 

St. James’s Park was closed, but 
hundreds, gathered around, and again 
traffic organisation was hopcless. 

Policemen. worked perspiringly, 
without avail, to restore order. 

Shortly after ten o'clock cars began to 
pass through Scotland Yard to escape 
trafic on the Embankment, but officers 
decided to shut the main yates. A broad- 
cast announcement was made to-night that 
a dance band which was due to perform 
had been held up. It was about twenty 
minutes late, and gramaphone records 
were played until its arrival. 


TRAFFIC CHAOS. 


A traffic expert estimated that more 
than one million additional people were 
concentrated in the Central London dis- 
trict, where the flood lighting display was 
being carried out. So great was the con- 
gestion of traffic in consequence that a 
one-way system was put into operation on 
Whitehall and the Victoria Embankment. 

West-bound traffic was diverted to the 
Embankment, while only East-bound 
vehicles used Whitehall. 

When theatres and cinemas closed and 
discharged several thousand more people 
into the streets, the conditions became 
still more chaotic. 

Women and men in evening dress stood 
about waiting outside the theatres for cars 
which had been held up on the way to the 
theatres. Unable to get taxis many of 
them, in despération, set out to walk home 
along the crowded pavements. 

The congestion reached its peak at 11 
o'clock, and it was at this time that the 
police, who were struggling in vain to get 
order back to the Whitehall traffic, de- 
cided to (livert as much of it as possible to 
the Embankment. Thus the unusual sight 
of omnibuses was seen on the Embank- 
ment, where at that time the traffic had 
diminished. 


ORDER RESTORED. 


Railway stations were crowded with 
people anxious to get home, and many 
young girls stood in queues outside tele- 
phone kiosks to tell their parents that 
they could not hope to reach home until 
the early hours of the morning. 

By 11.50 the crowds had vanished and 
trafic had thinned down to normal.

“LIKE A HUGE BONFIRE.”’ 


Mr. Bollier, the manager of the Oxford 
Caié, which is about 100 yards from 
where the coach caught fire in the Great 
North road, told a reporter last night 
that he noticed the flames about 6 p.m. 

‘It was like a huge bonfire,’’ he said. 
“The flames were so tremendons that 
they were actually licking round the tele- 
graph wire thirty feet above the roadway. 
Huge columns of smoke were rolling over 
the countryside. 

“1 immediately rang up the police to. 
call the fire brigade, but apparently a 
passing motorist had already given warn- 
ing. 
‘‘Later I walked along the road, and 
learned that all the passengers and some 
of the luggage had been saved. 

“Four hours later where the coach was 
a total wreck it was still smouldering, 
and the fire brigade were standing by. 

“ The fire held up traffic in both direc- 
tions for three hours. North-bound motor 
cars were diverted a matter of six miles, 
and those southward-bound were diverted 
three miles round.”’ 

Mr. G. T. McGechin, of Eastcote, North 
Harrow, a passenger in the coach, told a 
reporter that ten minutes before the fire 
actually occurred he noticed a very strong 
sine]! of burning rubber. 

‘‘Tt became so strong that I mentioned 
it to my neighbour in the ’bus, and others 
began to notice it.” he said. 

‘“We searched the ’bus, and found that 
smoke was coming through the floor 
boards. We at once raised the alarm, 
and the driver pulled up, asking us to get 
out quickly. 

“It was that action that saved our 
lives; for almost immediately flames were 
noticed, and a short time afterwards the 
petrol tank exploded, flames shooting high 
into the air.” |

Mr. Stephens was formerly adminis- 
trator of the Saar Valley under the Treaty 
of Versailles, and his sister was first married 
to a British subject, Mr. Hamilton Gault, 
whom she divorces under French law. 

During the wa: Mrs. Gault financed and 
sent to France out of her own funds the 
world-famous ‘Princess Patricia's Regi- 
ment,’ of which her husband was Colonel. 
She married Count Falchi in Paris in 
October, 1919, and died at Montreal in 1930. 
She bequeathed nothing to her husband, the 
main portion of her estate. which amounted 
to considerably over a million dollars, going 
to her brother, with special bequests to 
several other people, including the Duke of 
Connaught and Mr. R. B. Bennett. 

Although the Duke is summoned to appear 
af. the court, personal attendance will, doubt- 
less, not be neccessary.

SCORES OF DEATHS IN

R. HUGH “DALTON, M.P., late 
M Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 


Affairs, addressing a meeting of his 
constituents at Bishop Auckland last night, 
said that the first Lahour Government was 
destroyed by a red letter and the second by 
a bankers’ order. It was not denied that the 
proposal to reduce unemployment benefit was 
made contrary to pledges given only a few 
days before to the National Executive of the 
Labour Party and the General Council of the 
Trade Union Congress, because the Prime 
Minister and the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had been told that only on this condition 
would the Bank of England obtain a loan 
from foreign financiers. This country should 
never have been led into such a bog of 
humiliation. Given courage, foresight and 
loyalty to Socialist principles, this panic- 
stricken surrender could have been avoided.

Play-Streets. 


PROBLEXT OF 
CITY GCRAFFIC. 


By a SpectaL CORRESPONDENT. 


VERY other day the newspapers con- 
LL tain details of some accident, to a 
child in which lurk all the essentials 

of tragedy. lt would seem that a ruthless 
fate in the shape of a motor vehicle can end 
a young life, and mangle a young body, 
without much attention being paid either to 
its course or its control. During the summer 
months, and more especially during that 
summer period in which the schools are 
closed, fatal and serious occurrences are 
commonplaces of the news. Yet nothing 1s 
done to make the streets safe for the chil- 
dren. Traffic regulations are of no use, A 
small boy chasing a ball is not amenable to 
such regulations, and drivers of fast-moving 
vehicles cannot always calculate the in- 
calculable factor of such a boy’s behaviour. 
Anyone who walks the streets of a residential 
part of any city will be struck by the 
apparent nonchalance of the youngsters who 
swarm the thoroughfares in play. and with 
risks that the will

PARKS FOR PLAY. 

It may be urged that there are parks and 
eprerounds provided for playing children 

here are; but the number is not nearly suffi- 
cient, nor is the location of the parks and 
playgrounds always suitable. It is not every 
mother, even in a slum district, who will per- 
mit a young child to wander far from its 
home; she desires, for a variety of reasons. 
to keep an eye on its movements, and to 
have it close at hand. 

Anyone who takes the trouble to survey the 
location of Dublin’s excellent parks will re- 
cognise at once that rosc c of children 
are completely debarred from making any 
effective use of the facilities available in 
them. The south side of the city is so badly 
provided for that thousands of children cf 
all ages may be found plaving all dav 
and every day in the streets through 
which fast-moving vehicles, including heavy 
lorries and crowded "buses, ply continuously. 


This state of things is not any reflection on 
the AN RO authorities, because the trafhe 
conditions have changed rapidly and radically 
within a few years, and the provision of 
properly laid-out parks and playgrounds needs 
time as well as money. Probably in time the 
money will be made available, and the re- 
creation places will be provided; but in the 
meanwhile something must be done to lessen 
the dangers of the streets for the thousands 
of children who are compelled to make a 
playground in the nearest available space. 
AN ENGLISH SOLUTION. 

The crowded city of Salford, when com- 
pelled to solve the problem of the street- 
playing child, closed certain streets to motor 
trafic. This is the first attempt in an 
English city to bring into operation a system 


United States. As long ago as February, 1928. 
the Bishop of Southwark, in the course of a 
debate in the House of Lords on the dangers 
of the streets. drew attention to the American 
practice of making certain streets into “ play- 
streets.” At the time his suggestion seemed 
to pass unnoticed, but more than three years 
later Salford has adopted his suggestion. 

The reason for the Salford experiment is 
precisely the reason why Irish cities also 
should adopt the Bishop’s suggestion. In 
Salford omnibus traffic has grown to enor- 
mous dimensions, and thereis,in addition, an 
ever-growing commercial and private motor 
car traffic. The Salford experiment is being 
watched very closely by some of the London 
boroughs, and by the Corporations of such 
cities as Manchester, Birmingham, Notting- 
ham, Leeds and Sheffield. The experiment 
has now been in actual working for nearly 
three months, and so far it seems to have been 
a complete success. In essence it is simple. 
It makes certain especially crowded streets, 
much frequented by children at play, 
definitely closed to motor traffic, and diverts 
that traffic to other regular routes. 

THE AMERICAN PRACTICE. 

The American practice, as noted by the 
Bishop of Southwark in his address to the 
House of Lords, does not attempt to make 
the “ play-street ” into a thing desirable in 
itself. It is just a substitute, generally 
temporary, for proper playing grounds and 
wide green fields in which the children may 
play and roam to their heart’s content, with- 
out any danger to life or limb. Small children 
cannot get to distant playgrounds, so that the 
smaller children are in greater danger i: 
the streets ; and the “ play-streets ” give safe 
opportunities, close at hand, for the smaller 
ones to play in safety. As a rule, the streets 
ae not closed for the entire day, but only in 
t’ e afternoons and evenings. The method of ' 
ciosing the “' play-street ” is simply by the 
extension of ropes at each end, and by the | 
display of large placards bearing the words: 
'“ Street Closed for Play,” or ‘‘ Temporary 
Playground.”’ 

The use of these streets i; usually secured 
by one of the voluntary agencies, such as 
the National Recreation Association of 
the United States, in co-operation with 
the police, and with the approval of 
the City Council. A survey of the streets is 
first made, and blind-alley streets are selected 
as “play streets’’ where possible. In Detroit, 
all streets containing factories, fire hydrants, 
or shops are ruled out as “play streets,” and 
everywhere police or boy scouts guard the 
ends of the streets during’ closing ¢ime. 
Apparently the only rule which the playing 
children must obey strictly is that no hard 
balls myst be used in the games played. That 
rule was framed to preserve windows from 
breakage. 


DO INHABITANTS OBJECT? 

It might be thought that the inhabitants 
would object to the congregation of groups 
of playing children in their streets, but 
evidently they do not. In Salford there has 
been no such objection, and in the citv of 
Buffalo the inhabitants of the selected streets 
asked for the co:tinuance of the experiment 
after its first year. In New York a canvass | 
of the inhabitants is made before a street | 
is closed, and the majority wil! carry in either | 
direction. In Detroit there were no 
accidents since the “ play-streets’’ scheme 
was introduced to crowded areas of the city, | 
and in New York there was a great decrease | 
in the number of deaths and serious injuries.

every community ought to provide in 
abundance for tts children. ! 

At its worst the “play-street” is a 
certain refuge from the dangers of unregu- 
lated play in fast traffic. Every active child 
will, and must, play somewhere. That much

BRADMAN COMING 
TO ENGLAND. 


FAMOUS BATSMAN FOR 
LEAGUE CLUB. 


-“ 


Following Monday s anncuncement, to the 
effect that Don Bradman, the famous 
Australian cricketer, is likely to Join a 
Lancashire League club, comes thie news 
that he has paolied to the -Atcrington Club 
saying that he is willing to sign a two years’ 
contract instead of the three vears; one 
offered him. The Accrington officials. have 
replied that they agree to this. and are 
awaiting Biradman’s cable confirming the 
contract. Although the money figure has 
not been published, it is understood that 
Bradman will receive £25 per week. 

The announcement that. Bradman has 
accepted an engagen:ent with the Accrington 
Club will arovse great interest as to 


cricket will have on his position as a Test 
match plaver, and also with regard to. his 
qualification for Lancashire. Under the rules 
adupted by the Imperial Cricket Conference, 
“a cricketer who has played in a Test 
match for a country cannot play fer any 
other country without the conscnt of eacl 
of the contracting parties.” 

Also it is stipulated that a cricketer 
always eligible for play for the country ef 
his birth,” unless, of course, he has played 
for another country under the residential 
qualification, which is cCetermined by a 
period of four vears and continued residence 
at the time of first plaving, after which. he 
shall always be eligible for that country.” 

QUALIFICATION RULES. 

With regard to Lancashiie obtaining Brad 
man's services, it must be remembered that 
under the rules a British Dominion or State 
Is regarded as a county, and it is necessary 
for a cricketer who wishes to qualify for 
another county to obtain written consent 
from the county for which he has played 
already before residential qualification can 
count for another county. New South Wales 
might decline to give consent for Bradman 
to play for an English county. 

The period of qualification by residence for 
a county used to be two years, but in April 
last the M.C.C., on the recommendation cf 
the Advisery County Cricket Committee, 
officially announced that ‘‘the period of 
county qualification is redaced from two 
years to one.”’ 

It is important to recall also that the agree- 
ment controlling the Australian team that 
visited England last year stated that no 
member of the side could return to England 
to play cricket for at least two years, which 
do not expire until next September. 

At the meeting, which lasied two hours, at 
Manchester yesterday of the Lancashire 
County Cricket Club, Mr. H. Rylance, the 
secretary, said that the committee knew 
nothing about the supposed overtures .made 
with a view to securing the services of Brad- 
man after a qualifying period of two years in 
League cricket. The meeting, said Mr. 
Rylance, considered matters of a purely 
domestic nature.

THE LAST FLOWERS 
OF SUMMER. 


(By a Spectan CORRESPONDENT.) 
N spite of advancing autum: "“ > is a 
| brave display of flowers a‘ nevin, 
and the gardens are aglow lovely 
blooms. The revent heavy rains have ‘reshened 
up the trees and put new life into the fading 
annuals and lesser shrubs. Clumps of sweet 
pea, peonies and phlox lend welcome patches 
of colour to the borders, and the dull ays of 
autumn seem very remote, indeed. ‘The glass- 
houses have little to boast of in the way of 
floral attractions, but the wealth of b!ossoms out- 
side is ample compensation. The Lily House 
is always worth a visit, and there are some 
exquisite plants in flower. The huge Victoria 
fiegia has pushed its fleshy pink and white 
flowers to the surface of the central pond, and 
some lovely nympheew from South Africa 
stud the aide pools with gay colours. Pendant 
from the roof are many oddly-shaped gourds, 
and the flaming spear of an occasional canna 
relieves the green on all sides. There is a 
sturdy banana plant tucked away at the back, 
but there is no sign of any fruit as yet. 
THE CACTUS HOUSE. 
I have had my faith in the Victoria Regia 
sadly shattered. I had often seen photo- 
graphs of these mighty plants with small 
childrbe standing on the leaves, but on a 
recent visit I was told that a small table 
or chair placed underneath provided needful 
support. In the Cactus House a sight most 
gladdening to the true Irishinan meets the 
eve; for there a fine Solanum, which is a 
near relative of our great national plant, 
is in bloom. This plant looks like a potato 
with Jack the Beanstalk aspirations, and 
its masses of mauve flowers stamp its -e- 
lationship unmistakably. Outside the Cool 
House the Curator is attempting to 
acclimatise South African plan-s, 
and it seems likely that success 
will crown his efforts. Inside is a 
delightful collection of streptocarpus, or cape 
piimroses, whase dainty trumpet-shaped 
blooms in pink, blue and white. form a con. 
trast fo a group of scarlet tobacco plants, 
While a number of fairy-like petunias is 
enother pleasant feature of this house. 
Further on we have the cassia, with its 
flowers, and its claims to celebrity. 
A lonicere, or honeysuckle, from Southern 
Europe, with its twisted stem and cluster 
of tangled branches starred with pale yellow 
flowers, also struck my fancy 


THE ROCK-GARDEN. 
Outside in the snnshine I 
admire a noble Circassian wainut. It js a 
pity that these fine trees are not more 
popular; for, apart from their beauty, thev 
possess a definite «ommercial value. I hear 
that there is a revival of walnut tree plant. 
ing in the South, and I sincerely trust that 
it Is true. The rock garden is ooking par 
ticularly well, the saxifrages appear to have 
extended their territory, and every nook 
shelters plants of this species. On the way 
down to the river there is a great plant of 
Lilium Avurattim Although the flowers show 
signs of approaching autumn, it is still a 
most striking and beautiful object. 


BY THE WATERSIDE. 

By the riverside the trees are at their very 
best, and the huge leaves of the Chili rhubarb 
hang heavily in the water to sfford an excel. 
lent retreat for the trout which lurk there. 
To judge by the number of persons usually 
to be found there, this is the pleasantest spot 
in the gardens, and the frequent happy 
groups of children is an added charm. Freed 
trom the irksome restraint of governess or 
rursemaid, they roll joyously on the grass 
beneath the cedars. and their gay laughter 
sounds on every side. The ponds, fringed 
as they are with tall water plants and 
rustling bamboos, are still in their richest 
summer dress, and they appear to attract 
gather round their banks: 
Lut the comfortable sheltered seats may have 
something to do with the matter. The trout 
were well on the rise as I was about to 
right hand closed instinctively 
abont an imaginary split cane rod.

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HIGHEST TAXATION IN 
THE WORLD.

Rev:ewing the position of the licensed trade 
in the Free State in recent months, at a meet- 
ing of the Committee of the Licensed Grocers’ 
and Vintners’ Protection Association in 
Dgiblin yesterday, the Chairman, Mr. William 
0 Byrne, stated that there had been no reduc- 
tion in what he had already described as the 
highest taxation in the world. The depres- 
sion, which appeared to be universal, was not 
lacking in this country, and the licensed 
trade, carrying such a load. was feeling the 
pinch. worse than any other class of business. 
During the recess he felt constrained to deal 


Í with the appalling effects of the high taxa- 


tion, as-announced in the official returns for 
the period from the beginning of the year to 
the middle of July, which showed a drop of 
£650,000, as compared with the same period 
of the previous year. He outlined their efforts 
to obtain relief, and the arguments 
which they had from time to time put before 
the Minister, one of them being that a reduc- 
tion in taxation would be followed hv a reduc- 
tion in price to the consumer, anc a corre- 
sponding increase in output, which would 
iikely save the Exchequer from any or, at all 
events, much loss, while helping the i dustry 
and affording the traders some chance of 
making a living. 

That suggestion of theirs to the Minister 
had heen since described by one of their 
Church leaders in the so-called temperance 
movement as an ‘‘extraordinary suggestion,” 
and a resolution had been passed co: demning 
it. Now, it was sometimes sugcested that 
they should meet those temperance leaders 
and try and find some common ground where 
they could work together, but he feared. as 
long as that was the attitude of those people 
on one of the most important issues—if pot 
the most important —confronting them, there 
was very little use talking of conferences or 
co-operation. 

THE NEXT ELECTION.
